OMAHA, Nebr. WI — The m ad 
Missouri threw its worst at Omaha 
and Council Bluffs today with an 
arm y of workers still winning the 
battle to hold the great river in 
its straitjacket of dikes. 
The river crest—stretch of m ax­ 
imum of w ater flow—was so long 
and so subject to fluctuations that 
it couldn’t be p inp ointed but river 
forecasters said the ramp aging 
river is at cresting stage and will 
continue to crest all day . 
At 9:30 a.m. the level was 30.24 
feet, 
com p ared 
with the flood 
stage of 19. Some minor rising 
and falling will occur before the 
level begins to drop some 24 
hours hence, the w eather bureau 
said. 
The p redicted high had been 
31.5 feet. But at this near-p hen­ 
om enal level even the action of 
the wind can raise or lower the 
gauge readings by a foot or more. 
The critical hours began before 
dawn when the slow-moving flood 
crest began surging into the seven- 
mile long funnel of sodden dikes 
p rotecting the lowlands of the twin 
cities of Omaha and Council Bluffs, 
Iowa. 
The next 48 hours m ay determ ­ 
ine whether the tremendous water 
p ressu res will bu rst through levees 
and cause m ore agony and dam ­ 
age along this river which has 
become a m onster of destruction.

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Congress Out To Lunch? 
Criticism of Con g ress for failu re to straig ht­ 
en ou t the steel problem in jig time is u n fair. 
Con g ress did n ot kn ow what Presiden t Tru ­ 
man was g oin g to do u n til he did it. Mr. Tru ­ 
man , himself, did n ot kn ow what he was g oin g 
to do u n til he did it. 
Con g ress then cou ld do n othin g to u n do what 
had been don e. It was cau g ht in the same di­ 
lemma which has plag u ed the Repu blican s in 
Con g ress; it was con fron ted with a “fait accom­ 
pli** which it cou ld n ot u n do. 
Neither cou ld it foresee with certain ty what 
Mr. Tru man *s n ex t mov e in the same direction 
mig ht be. An d it cou ld n ot leg ally bar him from 
makin g an y mov e whatev er in that direction , 
becau se laws mu st be left flex ible en ou g h to 
prov ide a reason able amou n t of ex ecu tiv e lee­ 
way . 
Nev ertheless, Con g ress does hav e a job to 
do. It mu st ration alize by passag e of a law a 
v iolen t reaction from the presiden tial order to 
seize the steel in du stry in order \to appease the 
labor u n ion which holds the barg ain in g rig hts in 
(he steel in du stry . 
It mu st make as certain as it can that n o 
ex ecu tiv e ag ain can ov erride con g ression al au ­ 
thority by citin g “in heren t powers’* to do a 
thin g which n o ex ecu tiv e shou ld be able to do 
withou t clearly defin ed statu tory au thority . 
It mu st do what is n ecessary to preserv e 
a g ov ern men t of law from the kin d of threat 
which has been raised by Harry Tru man an d his 
power-happy adv isers. Con g ress can n ot u n do 
the damag e don e by the steel seizu re, bu t u n less 
it wan ts to be “ou t to lu n ch’* when n eeded on 
the job it can av ert fu rther damag e of the 
same kin d. 


Think Straight, Legalists 
The steel seizu re in ciden t is headed for the 
cou rts. It has all the earmarks of a con stitu ­ 
tion al qu estion . 
The probable shape of the qu estion is wheth­ 
er o r n ot the federal g ov ern men t can set the 
terms o f a bu sin ess operation by ex ecu tiv e edict. 
A fu rther qu estion which also may arise is 
whether or n ot damag es can be recov ered from 
the g ov ern men t if the edict cau ses damag es. 
The leg alists had better thin k straig ht, be­ 
cau se there mig ht come a day when g ov ern ­ 
men t wou ld u se a bad preceden t to seize a labor 
u n ion an d force its members to su stain fin an cial 
damag es. Obv iou sly , Con g ress n ev er wou ld au ­ 
thorize su ch a seizu re, ju st as Con g ress n ev er 
wou ld au thorize wan ton seizu re of an in du stry . 
Bu t if leg al preceden t for seizu re by ex ecu ­ 
tiv e edict had been established, Con g ress mig ht 
be depriv ed of its jealou sly -g u arded power to 
main tain itself as an in teg ral part of the sy stem 
of checks an d balan ces whereby despotism is 
made impossible in the Un ited States. 
Nothin g cou ld be more shortsig hted than to 
con cen trate on the immediate circu mstan ces of 
the steel seizu re at the risk of forg ettin g the 
dan g er of a preceden t. In its g raspin g for pow­ 
er, the federal g ov ern men t will n ot stop at the 
railroads, the steel in du stry an d whatev er v ic­ 
tim happen s to be n ex t in lin e. 


It' s Different Now 
This cu rren t hu e an d cry for i-dottin g an d 
t-crossin g by Gen . Eisen hower on ev ery con ­ 
ceiv able pu blic issu e is n on sen se. 
Mu ch as we v alu e the fact Sen . Taft, the 
other stron g con ten der for the Repu blican 
party ’s presiden tial n omin ation , is n ot askin g 
his su pporters to bu y a pig in a poke, it is on ly 
fair to admit that Gen . Eisen hower can n ot be 
ex pected to cov e$ the g rou n d in a few weeks 
that the Ohioan has been cov erin g sin ce 1939. 
Gen . Eisen hower is a n ov ice in these thin g s. 
If Sen . Taft cou ld g o back ov er some of 
that g rou n d in 1952, he wou ld take adv an tag e 
of secon d thou g ht on some issu es, moreov er. It 
Is a g ood dev ice in politics to beat a con ten der 
ev e’* the head with his record, ju st as it’s a g ood 
dev ice to deman d that he take a fix ed position 
on thin g s which hav en ’t happen ed y et. 
Yet, 
some of the people adv isin g Eisen hower to re­ 
main silen t do n ot hesitate to dig back throu g h 
Taft’s record an d ex hu me ev ery thin g which 
raises a dou bt. 
Gen . Eisen hower shou ld recog n ize that his 
decision to come home from SHAPE an d len d 
his presen ce to the attempt to n omin ate him for 
the presiden cy has made a differen ce in his 
statu s. 
No reason able person ex pects him to g o 
down the lin e with a statemen t on ev ery pu blic 
issu e, in clu din g some which wou ld be booby ­ 
trapped. Bu t all reason able person s in terested 
In presiden tial politics wou ld like to see the 
g en eral g et on a political footin g . He shou ld 
beg in to assert himself on some of the issu es 
of the times. 
This wou ld n ot be ou t of lin e with his in ­ 
activ e du ty statu s. Warmed-ov er material from 
the g en eral’s speeches (all of them g iv en , by 
toe way , while he was a member of the armed 
fo rces) Is doin g him more harm than g ood.

The American people are g ettin g pay hig her wag es, bu t the fact is 
accu stomed

When Sen ator Taft win s a

While open in g ou r hearts on this 
matter, we will con fess that ev en 
the su lfas—the first of the mod­ 
ern cu re-alls— n ev er offered as 
brig ht a hope of speedy recov ery 
as the old family doctor back 
home with his lin e of bottled an d 
packag ed n ostru ms. Ev en when 
we 
acqu ired 
en ou g h 
workin g 
kn owledg e of the world to kn ow 
what his secret was, we con tin u ed 
to en v y ou rself the comfort which 
u sed to come ou t of old doc’s 
satchel. 
There is n o su ch comfort in the 
stu ff Scien ce, with a capital S, 
has made av ailable to the afflict­ 
ed. Despite the demon strable fact 
the stu ff can kill bu g s miracu ­ 
lou sly u n der the rig ht circu m­ 
stan ces, it has the weakn ess of 
bein g tou chy abou t the circu m­ 
stan ces. The patien t n ev er is su re 
he can qu alify for the miracle. 
Scien ce will hav e to forg iv e u s 
if we lon g , in stead, for treatmen ts 
of can n ed mu d, pou ltices prepar­ 
ed from family recipes, lu mp 
su g ar dipped in kerosen e, aromat­ 
ic salv es an d sweet oils. 
The prescription writers will 
hav e to tolerate u s if we wish 
for someon e who wou ld pou r ou t 
a bottle of ton ic from the ju g an d 
sack u p half a hu n dred pills with 
hierog ly phical direction s for their 
u se. A tbsp, of ton ic before eatin g 
an d a brace of pills before sleep­ 
in g u sed to brin g off some first- 
rate miracles, too. 
This passed throu g h ou r min d 
while racin g ag ain st time to fetch 
home a batch of an ti-biotics. We 
thou g ht of all the people who had 
raced ag ain st time to fetch home 
miracu lou s 
su bstan ces w h i c h 
wou ld sav e life — an d of all the 
su bstan ces which had sav ed life 
ju st in ou r own lifetime. 
There alway s has been a life­ 
sav in g illu sion , ev en when the 


“seru m ru shed to Nome’’ was 
n othin g more my steriou s than a 
bottle of aromatic salv e sold u n ­ 
der a well-kn own bran d n ame. 
Bu t the illu sion u sed to be 
more con v in cin g . The miracle al­ 
way s was immin en t. 
In this in stan ce, there was n o 
miracle. The an ti-biotics mig ht as 
well hav e been a pou ltice com­ 
posed of flax seed an d hon ey , for 
all the g ood they did. Bu t in the 
flax seed an d hon ey era, the g ood 
was don e in the patien t’s min d, 
which too mu ch kn owledg e n ow 
has ren dered immu n e to healin g .

The 
postscript reads: 
“Sin ce y ou r Washin g ton & Lee 
speech I’m su re I kn ow how Cae­ 
sar felt when he said ‘Et tu Bru te.** 
By rn es replied that he was no

A—In all probability , this is a de­ 
g en erativ e con dition in the kn ee 
join t, probably n ot related to v ita­ 
min lack. It is n ot seriou s ex cept 
for the discomfort which it may 
cau se, thou g h it sometimes g oes 
u n der the n ame of deg en erativ e 
arthritis or osteo-arthritis. It is 
harmfu l for a person with this 
sort of con dition to carry too mu ch* 
weig ht. A certain amou n t of relief 
can often be obtain ed by wearin g 
elastic ban dag es an d by other 
measu res.

The objects—which the men de­ 
clared definitely w e r e neither 
planes nor observ ation balloons— 
flew in an irreg ular formation.

The men estimated they were 
10,900 feet hig h and trav eling at a 
speed of at least 1,200 miles an 
hour. They left no smoke or v apor 
trail.
